Not Just Shawsheen 


A suggestion thas been made from 
time to time in the past that to 
solve the problem of toll charge or 
no toll charge in the telephone ser- 
vice, it might be well to extend 
the Lawrence exchange area to in- 
clude Shawsheen Village.
